Death of Captain Davidson.

Captain Payton 8. Davidson, general
manager of the Lost Lake Lumber eom-
pany, dropped dead from heart failure
at bis home early Saturday morning.
As Captain Davidson was in his nsuul
vigorous health and had passed a rest-
ful night, his desth came as a shock to
his family. He had risen from his hed
and walked acrose the room when he
fell dead withouot uttering a sound. The
funeral services were In-rd at the family
residence Sunday evening, and the body
wis taken abourd the 8:27 train for in-
terment nt LaCrosse, Wis,
_ Captain Davidson came to Hood River
in March, 1800 and located here one of the
largest lumbering concerns in the state,
of which firm, the Lost Lake Lumber
company, he was general manager and
treasurer, Captain Davideon was a man
who paid close attention to business all
his life, possessed a sterling character,
and the loss of his influence as an enter-
|msmg buginess man and citizen will
o0 heavily felt by the community.

Captain Payton 8 Davidson was born
Beptember 16, 1827, in Bouth Point,
Lawrence connty, Ohio. He entered
the stesmboat business on the Ohio at
nn early age, and in the 50's was prom-
inently connected with one of the larg-
est through passenger and freight steam-
boat lines ever operated between New
Orleans and 8t. Panl, In 1862 hLe re.
moved to LaCrosse, Wis,, where he was
interested in an extensive lnmber busi-
ness until he came to Oregon three
years as{o. Captain Davideon was twice
warried, His frst wife, by whom he
was the father of nine children, was
Miss Adr E. Johnston of South Point,
Ohio, who died in 1887, In the fall of
1803 he married Miss Newton of Gallo-
pio, Ohlo. Three of his children died in
infaney, and the remaining six, all of
whom are residents of Houd River, are
William F.; Payton 8., jr.; ArthurJ.;
Frank L.; Lonis N., and Barton G.
Payton 8. Davidson, jr., is secretary of
the Lost Lake Lomber company,

Tocker’s Mill Burned,

The gawmill of B. R. Tucker, five
miles southeast of town, buorned to the
gronnd Monday afternoon. At the noon
hour, while the mill hands were at din-
ner, fire from a burning sawdust pile
was accelerated by the high wind st the
time and communicated itseli to the
main building of the mill. The flames
were beyond control when discovered

{| and the surrounding bunk houses and

lumber piles were consumed in a few
hours. By hard work the county bridge
at this point was saved, thongh consid-
erable t‘ammze was done to the east end
approach. One hundred thousaud feet
u} new lumber, besides seasoned lomber
in the sheds, was consumed. By the
loss of this mill, five or six men, with
families, are thrown out of employment.
The total loss will foot up to about §4,000
with no insurance. This ig the third
fire Mr. Tucker has had to contend with
on this place. First his dwelling houge
was burned; gix years ago his box fac-
tory and store were consumed with
heavy logs,

The burning of the mill prodnced such
intense heat as to draw pitch bligters on
the rustic of his dwelling house, and it
is a great wonder the building was not
The barn near at hand
caught fire in the hay a number of
times but was saved by the vigilance of
the mill hands and neighbors. About

25 peach trees near the mill were killed

The high wind at the time fanned the
fire to such an intensity that burning
vinders were carried over Slingerland’s
barn on the top of the hill, and numer-
ous fires started among the dead logs on
the hillgide. The fire made & clean
gweep of everything, melting all the
chaing and castings, and leaving nothing
intact but the steel shafts. .
